Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicants' request for withdrawal of 
Finality, the exanniner has considered the request and is maintaining the finality of the rejection. The applicants claim that the applicants 
prior argument pertaining to the limitation of "taking a programmed action if the portion of media content matches any of the set of highly 
compressed pieces, the programmed action comprising notifying a publisher of the media content of the existence of pirated content;" 
was not addressed by the examiner However, on Page 3 Line 20 - Page 4 Line 6 of the office action dated 2/27/2007, the examiner 
addressed this argument, and as such did not prematurely make the rejection final. 

The applicants only now appear to be arguing specifically that Cooper did not disclose "a programmed action". The examiner does not 
find the argument persuasive. The examiner points out that paragraph 124 of Cooper disclosed that the author was notified of the piracy 
when piracy was detected. This falls within the scope of a programmed action, and as such the examiner has maintained the prior art 
rejections presented in the final office action dated 2/27/2007. 

Regarding applicants' request for a second interview after final rejection, the examiner does not feel, at this time, that a second interview 
will expedite the issues for appeal or disposal of the application as the examiner believes that the current prior art rejections are proper 
and as previously discussed, the proposed amendments to the claims will only be entered with the filing of a Request for Continued 
Examination, at which point the amendments will be fully considered. See MPEP §71 3.09. 
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
